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Cromwell drew the reſt of his Army 
both Horſe and Foot into Edenbar- 
reweh, without any lofle fave the 
Arm of a Souldier taken off by a 
Canon buller from the Caſtle: Sepr.

Gen. Cromwell (after he had cau- 
ſed a ProteRion for Markets, and 
Liberty of Trade in Edenbarrongh 
and Lieth to be proclaimed by bear 
of Drum and ſound of Trumpet ) 
marchedforward Sep.14:h with his 
Army to Netheriſh, 6 miles from 
Edenburroweh, leaving Maj. Gen. 
Overion with his Brigade behind. 


E 3 Sep. 
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Sep.15** the Army marched be. 
yond Linlibgow, bur (by reaſon of 
the extremity of che weather ) they 
were forc't to quarter there that

Fly-boat of 32 Guns, was boarded 
by the Noxe-ſuch Prigot with 30

About which time the Parlia- 
ment ( conftdering the condition 
of the - Engliſh Merchants trading 
into the Eaſt Countrey, whole 
Shyps (toavoid the danger of the 
Dutch men of Warre, then in the

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Srwnd ) had pur themſelves into 
the proteQion of the King of Dey- 
marke, but durſt not venture home 
without a Convoy ) fent a Fleer of 
18men of Warre of good force to 
ſerch them home, being in number 
22, and laden with ſuch Commo- 
diries as the Engliſh had ſpeciall 
occaſion for, and without which 


they could not proſecute the warre | 


with the Dutch. Accordingly, 
Sept.1gth. they ſer faile out of Tar- 
month roade, and on the 2oth. they 
came to an Anchor within two 
Leagues of El/exore-Caſtle;whence 
the Commander in chiet {cnt a Ler- 
ter to the Governour of E!ſenere_, 
by the Greyhound Frigor, and an- 
other to the Damiſh Admirall, to 
defire them to acquaint the King 
with their coming, and for what;

Next morning the 
Captain went up with his Boar, and 
delivered his Meſlage and Letters, 
which availed nothing : fo that 
another was {entto the Merchants, 
and a Meſlenger to the King, but 
without ſucceſle; for he could not 
be admitted to ſpeech with or ſight 
of him: Arlength two Lords were 
ſent to F/ſenore, unto whom two 
Eng'iſh Captains repair'd, and 
urged the reſtoring the Ships ; and 
inſtead of anſwering to the bult- 
neſle, they asked, Why their am- 
baſiaour had not audience > Whether 
they had a Lettr from the State of 
England to their King ? Why they 
Came ſo boldly vp03p his HM ajeſties 
Streames, and ſo neer his Houſe and 
Caſtle with ſuch a mighty Fleet, with- 


' out three weeks motice beforehand? 


All theſe being impertinent co the 
buſineſle,

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buſineſſe, a pefitive anſwer was 
urged by the Engliſh: and on the 
26th, of Sept. they received a Let- 


ter from the King, That he would 


ſecure them for the Merchants as care- 
fully as he had done. but would not 
deliver them to them : Whereupon 
the Merchants and Seamen being 
deſtiture of all hopes of the releaſe- 
ment of their Ships, leſt them and 
came home with this Fleet : who 
onthe 25th of Sept. left the Sound, 
and ſteer'd their conrle for Eng- 
elexd, and on the laſt of Sepr. the 
Admiuall of the Fleer commanded 
by Capt. Bal, ran on ſhore on the 
Coaſt of Shniland, and was there 
loft, but her men ſaved : this Ship 
carrying the light, it was mira- 
culous that the reſt of the Fleet 
were not all loſt: this Ship was 
called the Antelope, an excellent 
Frigot, and carried above 5c brafle 
Guns: alittle after that chey rook 
about 2o Buſſes, a Dutch man of 
- Warre, 
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Warre, and a Freebooter of 20 
Guns; and on the 15th of 0406, 
arrived (atein Burlington Bay, 

Not long after this an Agent, by 
Name Bradſhaw, was ſent to the 
King of Denmarke, ſo (ee it yet by 
t:1r meanes,they could obtain their 
deſires; butin vain : for he did not 
only detain the Ships, bur at length 
unladed them and ſold the Goods, 
W hich incivilities trowerds thile 
that never injur'd him in the leaſt, 
but defir'c by all fair means, to en- 
terinto Amity with him; may one 
day ( by the good providence of 
God) berequited and avenged. 

The Hollanders ( drunk with 
rage, and greedy of revenge for 
thoſe rubs the Engliſh had lately 
oiventhem, and for the continual! 
lofle of their Ships daily furpr:s'd 
and in great numbers brought into 
our Channel) uſed their utmoſt 
care and induſtry in rigging and 
letting forth their Fleet: which 
(notwith-

This was 
theſaddeſt confli& that has hapned 
between the two Republicks, bura 
moſt ſeaſonable victory tothe Erg- 
liſh, who I hope will nor fail co 
make a good improvement thereof, 
For this piece of Service, the Par-

and Moxk,asa mark of their favour, 
aS allo ro Vice- Admirall Pex, and 
Rear-Admirall Lawſon, other 
Chains were ordered to be given 
ro the other Flag-Captains, and 
Medals of Silver to the Officers of 
the Fleet.

His 
Highneſſe then came out of his 
Chariot, put on a riding coat im- 
broidered with gold-lace, and 
mounted on horſeback, two 0! 
three of his horſes of State being 
there led by : which doneghe Lord 


Major took the Ciry-Sword, and

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carried it barcheaded from thence 
to Grocers-Hall, all the way where-
